Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art to the claimed invention are the patents to Forward, Moses, 
Wuesthoff, Stoffels, Feldmann et al., and du Quesne. All of these patents show some sort of self- 
centering chuck that has pivotal actuating arms that are connected to radially moving jaws. None 
of the patents, however, either alone or in combination, show all of the long list of claimed 
features as set forth in claim 1 .
